The 
ruling comes three months after 
Trump first used social media to 
declare them banned from mili- 
tary service. 

“As far as the court is aware at 
this preliminary stage, all of the 
reasons proffered by the presi- 
dent for excluding transgender 
individuals from the military in 
this case were not merely un- 
supported, but were actually 
contradicted by the studies, 
conclusions and judgment of the 
military itself,” Kollar-Kotelly 
wrote in a 76-page decision. 

In 2016, the Obama adminis- 
tration placed protection of 
gender rights on par with race, 
religion, color, sex and sexual 
orientation as part of a broader 
Pentagon initiative to bring the 
military in line with society. 

Transgender troops could 
serve openly and individuals 
were to be allowed to openly 
enlist for the first time in the 
military by Jan. 1, 2018.
